Jkanne  d’Arc,  Dramatic  Scenes  for  Orchestra 
by  F.  S.  Converse 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1906,  Mr.  Converse 
composed  incidental  music  for  Mr.  Percy  Mackaye’s  play, 
“Jeanne  d’Arc,”  written  for  Mr.  E.  H.  Sothern  and  Miss 
Julia  Marlowe,  and  produced  by  them  at  Philadelphia,  Octo- 
ber 15,  1906.  From  the  incidental  music  Mr.  Converse 
arranged  a suite  for  concert  use,  amplifying  the  score  for  large 
orchestra  from  the  original  version  for  theatre  orchestra.  The 
composer  has  furnished  the  following  analysis  of  these  Scenes: 

I “ In  Domremy  ” presents  the  light-hearted,  idyllic  at- 
mosphere of  the  early  scenes  of  the  drama,  with  some  sugges- 
tions of  the  distant  war.  It  contains  the  Vesper  music,  and 
Jeanne’s  reverie,  the  fairy  music  of  the  Ladies  of  Lorraine, 
(based  on  an  old  French  folk  song,  u Derriere  chez  mon 
pere  ”),  a love  song  sung  to  Jeanne  by  her  peasant  lover. 
These  themes  are  woven  into  a free  overture  of  prelude  form. 
II  “ Pastoral  Reverie”  : a simple  idyllic  reverie  in  which  the 
pastoral  tones  of  the  peasant  pipe  are  heard.  III.  u Battle 
Hymn  ” This  number  depicts  the  departure  of  the  soldiers 
and  friars  for  battle  singing  the  stern,  old  mediaeval  hymn 
“ Veni  Creator,”  until  its  austere  harmonies  are  lost  in  the  din 
and  turmoil  of  actual  combat,  finally  to  reappear  triumphantly 
in  the  blaring  tones  of  trumpets.  IV.  u Night  Vision.” 
The  wearied  Jeanne  sleeps  in  the  moonlit  woods,  while  from 
the  camp  near  at  hand  come  confused,  indefinite  sounds  of 
night.  The  Duke  d’Alen^on,  her  guardian,  approaches,  and, 
overcome  by  the  impulse  of  his  pure  love  for  the  maid,  moves 
to  kiss  her  unmailed  hand.  Suddenly  appears  to  him  the 
bright,  protecting  image  of  St.  Michael,  at  once  warning  the 
Duke  that  the  protection  of  Heaven  is  accorded  the  maid,  and 
strengthening  him  in  his  momentary  weakness  V.  “The 
Maid  of  God  ” opens  with  the  chant  of  the  priests  for  the  soul 
of  the  condemned  Jeanne,  after  which  there  is  an  emotional 
resume  of  her  whole  career,  beginning  with  the  simple  Jeanne 
motive,  which  is  gradually  woven  into  more  and  more  martial 
strains  leading  up  to  the  music  of  the  pageant  scene  when  the 
King  marches  to  Rheims  to  be  crowned,  the  successful  climax 
of  her  career.  Then  follows  a tragic  climax  of  her  motive, 
and  a sudden  return  to  its  pathetic  simplicity,  ended  by  the 
chant  of  the  priests,  the  Kyrie  Eleison,  and  a peaceful,  if  sad 
apotheosis,  as  it  were  the  ascent  of  her  pure  soul  to  heaven.

THE  CONSERVATORY  ORCHESTRA 


A few  details  regarding  the  history  of  the  Conservatory 
Orchestra  may  be  given. 

The  present  director,  Mr.  Chadwick,  assumed  his  duties 
in  1897.  He  t^ien  began  to  develop  a previously  formed 
string  orchestra,  at  first  using  the  organ  to  supply  the  wind 
parts.  By  1901  most  of  the  wind  instruments  had  been  added. 

The  orchestra  gave  its  first  public  concert  as  a complete 
organization,  March  2,  1902.  At  the  Commencement 
Concert  of  June  18,  1902,  given  in  Tremont  Temple,  the 
orchestra  played  all  the  accompaniments  for  the  graduating 
soloists  and  also  the  overture  to  “ Ruy  Bias.” 

In  1903  the  Conservatory  removed  to  the  present  build- 
ing, Huntington  Avenue  and  Gainsborough  Street,  and  with 
the  new  opportunites  afforded  by  Jordan  Hall  the  orchestra 
advanced  rapidly  in  proficiency  and  esprit  de  corps . A 
valuable  orchestral  library  began  to  be  acquired.  Advanced 
students  came  to  the  school,  often  primarily  for  the  sake  of 
the  orchestral  training.  The  concerts  soon  acquired  a local 
following  that  has  grown  steadily  in  numbers  and  enthusiasm. 
During  the  past  nineteen  years  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
concerts  have  been  given,  including  choral  and  operatic  per- 
formances in  which  the  orchestra  has  taken  part.  Some  of 
these  concerts  have  been  conducted  by  students  of  the  con- 
ducting class,  and  in  the  season  of  1905-6,  during  the 
absence  of  the  Director  in  Europe,  the  orchestra  was  in 
charge  of  Wallace  Goodrich,  dean  of  the  faculty,  who  has 
conducted  from  time  to  time  since  then.  Arthur  Shepherd  and 
Clement  Lenom  have  also  conducted.  With  these  excep- 
tions all  the  concerts  have  been  conducted  by  Mr.  Chadwick. 

Many  of  the  u graduates”  of  the  Conservatory  Orchestra 
are  now  filling  positions  in  the  foremost  symphony  orchestras 
of  the  country.
